lieoeipt is acknowledged of your letter of l£ October 1953 in 
which you request certain data froa this Agency to be included in 
a plan fox* the pormanant dispersal of the essential wartime func- 
tions of the fkecutive Branch. 


Be believe that all of the functions now performed by this 
Agency *111 Also be ossential in time of war. In wartime, as In 
Peacetime, it will be essential for the Central Intelligence Agency 
to be located in the iaaediate proximity of the beat of Government, 
particularly, the President, the Department of Defense, and the De- 
partment of State, In the absence of knowledge of dispersal plans 
for these important components of the Government we feel unable to 
give you definitive answers to your specific questions. 


Assuming that the ^©at of Government will remain in Washington, 
D. C,, and* hen©#, CIA headquarters, there are certain minor seg- 
ments of the Agency which could be dispersed to locations on the 
perimeter of Washington. However, insofar as functions and umbers 
of perocwnel involved are concerned, they would constitute a rela- 
tively wall part of the Agency and, hence, I do not believe that 
they would affect your over-ell plan. With this exception, it is 
ossential to efficient operation that the Agency function as a unit 
in one location. 


W# are aware of the importance of this plan and are anxious to 
cooperate with you in evory way. However, it is ay belief that this 
can be done most effectively by consultation with you as the over- 
all planning for other age ncies proKresseg ^ If jgga is agreeable, 

I should like to designate ! | to work with 

your representative in developing the neoessaxy information.
